please, yea, thatthere is no God. I have 
given you some of my views on the doc- 
trine of the Gospel; and I have not much 
reason to believe they will suit you any 
better than when you heard me iry to 
preach. I do not wish to erter intoPelem- 
1c Divinity with any one, for I have duties 
devolving upon me of much greater im- 
portance than to write on subjects of con- 
troversy. I haveno idea that you will be 
converted tomy sentiments,and if the doc- 
trine you advance be true, that all mankind 
will be saved, I am perfectly safe, and al- 
though I should be found in the greatest 
depth of error imaginable, it will by no 
méans prevent ny final salvation ; and un- 
der this view of the subject, I by no means 
wish to continue the controversy, “for we 
shall alge saved.” I hope my dear sir, 
that you will examine your system again, 
and see if you nave not been mistaken ; 
for I sincereiy, and greatly fear, that you 
will find at iast, that you have been propa- 
gating a soul destroying error.

And hrst.—We are taught thatthe Almigh- 
ty Creetorand preserver of all things, pre- 
vious to the creation of this world, had 
concluded to create such a globe as this 
upon which we are stationed, and to cre- 
ate a race of beings to be called man — 
Second.—We are told that while he was 
planning r this scheme of creation, 30 won- 
derfulin the result to his admiring crea- 
tures afterwards brought into existence.— 
That in order to make fully manifest his 
almighty power In this transaction, it was 
neccssary thathe should make a decree and 
enter itupon the records of eternity, that 
ninety-nine out of one hundred of this race 
to be created, should be doomed to inter- 
minable wo and misery. Woadertul! 
Wonderful consistent plan this, of an Infi- 
nite wise God! Ifthe Almighty Father 
of the Universe hac been imperfect in wis- 
dom, and at the time he was planning this 
grand work of creation, the Devi. had stood 
at his side, there could not have been a 
scheme brought intoexist nce, in which it 
could appear "the Devil had more influence, 
than the one we are speaking of—and one 
withal so perfectly consonant with the 
eharacter these same orthodox teachers as- 
cribéo his Satanic Majesty. Yet wonder- 
ful, and astonishing us this doctrine is, 
thousands are professing to believe it (I 
will not speak so degrading of human na- 
ture, as to say any one really avd feelingly 
does believe it.) The fact is, mankind do

somewhut as they receive avision wnen a- 
_s: is true it presents a horrible pic- 

, but it makes no greater Impression as 

*to oan than a dream of the night—It is 
impossible for asound and sane mind to 
believe it. It may be so wrought and wor- 
ked up into a bewildered imagination, as to 


get some hold—But when this is the case, | 


the recipient immediately goes and hangs 
himself, 
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But, reader, we willturn from this God 
dishonoring doctrine, to something more 
in unison with the goodness and venevo- 
lence of the Great Father of the universe. 

Although we cannot go backto the be- 
ginning of time—we can begin at a period 
sufficiently ancient for ovr purpose—we 
will start then with the proclamation of the 
Angel to the shepherds =. the plains of 
Bethlehem: “ Fear not: for behold, I bring 
you good tidings of great joy, which shall 
be toall people. Forunto yours born this 
day, in the City of David,a Saviour, which 
is CurisT THE Lorp.” 

The child mentioned in our text 1s now 
born—“ And thou shalt call his name Jesus: 
For he shall save Ais people from their sins.’. 

The first enquiry which naturally arises 
out of this subject *s—Wh2 are his people ? 
We willsuppose in the first place they 
were the Jews, and then enquire how they 
are to be saved from their sins.—We are 
informed that“ he came to his owa, and 
his own received him not ;” and yet will 
he return good for evil, & save these stub- 
born Jews, who buffeted him,spit upon him 
and finally crucified him? It weuld be a 
wondertul siretcl of a forgiving spirit if he 
should save tiese cruel hard hearted 
people from their sins. We discover no 
such spirit in his pretended followers in 
these days—they will abandon those to in- 
terminable woe, who will not believe—no, 
not so, who will not pretend to believe, that 
* they are willing tobe damned for God’s 
declarative glory ;” before they can be 
admitted te any chance ef salvation. It 
would seem tothe candid and reflecting 
mind, that there is a mistake in the appli- 
cation of the terms made use of in this 
christian doxolegy.—That instead ot God’s 
declarative glory, it should stand Sutan’s 
declarative glory The praise then would 
flow in 1ts proper channel, and no doubt 
reach the object to which it bears such stri- 
king affinity. Buttothe question. Are 
the Jews his people—and will he save them 
from their sins? Thereneeds no proof to 
satisfy any unprejudiced mind, but what 
the Jews are the people of Christ—at least 
we shallget them into his family before 
we yet through—for the present then we 
will leave this part of the question and en- 
quire into the other ! and in order tocome 
into a more full understanding of the sub- 
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trine taught by Jesus. “ But J say unto 
you which hear, love your enemies, do good 
to them that hate you ; Bless them that curse 
you, and pray for them that despitefully use 
you.” Did Jesus follow the precepts taught 
by himself? And if so—will the Jews be 
finally blessed and made happy—or will 
he curse them contrary to his own teaching! 
{ know the objector will say that he is wil- 
ling and very anxious to save them, but 
that they would not listen to him, but rath- 
er chose the broad road to destruction. 
But the scripture says “* they shall be made 
willing in the day of his power,” It also 
says, “ It is the will of God that all shall 
be saved and come to the knowledge of the 
truth.” And Jesus said he came todo the 
will of his father ; and in order to accom- 
plish this purpose, he also said—* that his 
Father had given him a// power, in heaven 
and in earth.” Here is power and will on 
both sides, it appears sufficient to accem- 
plish the object ; and unless the objector 
can make it appear that Jesus taught one 
thing, and practised exactly the contrary-— 
that while he prayed for his enemies, (“Fa- 
ther forgive them, for they know not what 
they do,”) he secretly cursed them in his 
heart, I shallhold fast to scripture testimo- 
ny ; being persuaded for myself there is no 
inconsistency in the precepts and practice 
of the son of God. I know not how this 
conclusion will suit the objector; never- 
theless, I shall quote a few more passages 
from that standard, which,I believe, was 
givenfromGodto man, as a rule and 
guide to his faith and practice. Rea- 
der, turn your rttention if you please to the 
three last verses of the 23d of Matthew, 
and you will discover the feelings ef Jesus 
on this subject, and also, what he says shall 
be the feelings ot the Jews towards himself 
at some period. Paul it seems understvuod 
this subject very well, and if the objector 
will listen for a moment to thatold fashioned 
preacher, we will place before him some of 
his remarks. ‘ For I would not, brethren 
that ye should be ignorant of this mystery, 
(lest ye should be wisein your own con- 
ceits) that blindness in part has happened 
to Israel, until the fulness of the Gentiles 
be comein. Anp so ALL ISRAEL SHALL 
BE SAVED: aS it is written, there shall 
come out of Zion the Deliverer, and shall 


ject, letus turn, for a moment, to the doc- {| turn away ungedliness from Jacob.”— 
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Rom. xi. 25, 27 inclusive. 

Now if the objector willhave the hardi- 
heod to say that the words “ Andso all Is- 
rael shall be saved,” means only a part of 
Israel shall be saved, I have dene with him 
as wanting sense tounderstand the mean- 
ing of word. I however shall take it for 
granted that the Jews are withinthe pale 
of the Redeemers salvation, and go on to 
enquire if he had any other people to look 
after but the Jews? O yes, says the Cal- 
vinist, ** there are a few elected ones out of 
all nations, that belong te Christ.” I am 
sorry this calvinist bas been so ready to 
interfere with the course [had laid down; 
but it I mustturn aside to clear his rud- 
bish out of the way, I shall say at once that 
Christ had nothing to do for them, unless 
there be wanting some force in the election 
and determinate decrees of the Almighty. 
If his decrees are firm and eternal as him- 
self, and I fully believe they are, those who 
consider themselves thus especially elected, 
were in ne want of a saviour—they were 
pertectly safe without him. But if the de- 
crees of the Almighty would strengthen, 
as they must suppose, in order to be con- 
sistent, itis impossible todiscover the wis- 
dom of the plan adepted.—That in order te 
make these choice spirits love their Heaven- 
ly father, he should, as they say (and here 
is another unaccountable enigma in this 
transaction,) come down from heaven, take 
upon himself human nature—Here stile 
himself son, and there Father—allows him- 
self to be murdered ; and all this forthe 
sake of these few selected children, who, it 
seems, could not enjoy heaven (fofget they 
must if so decreed) without all thés murder 
and bloodsed. Oh! the folly df man! 

A father has ten sons, and preperty am- 
ply sufficient to make them all happy and 
independent for life.-—The eldest has all 
those qualifications necessary to command 
love and esteem, is dearly beloved by the 
father and obedient to him in all things. 
The second son wears a long face, is sour 
in his disposition, stiff in his manners, and 
important aud overbearing in all his con- 
duct.

‘‘ redhot poker” and puts out the eyes of 
his eldest and best beloved son, and drives 
the eight younger into the wilderness to be 
devoured by wild beasts. 


Horrible as this picture is, it is but a 
faint one in comparison te the one ascribed 
toour Heavenly Father. Fer how can 
the momentary hissing of the hot poker, 
and the devouring of wild beasts, compare 
with the durnzng lava of hell to all eternity. 
but we turnfrem this disgusting picture, 
so precious in the eyes of some of our fel- 
low men, to one more truly characteristic 
of our Heavenly Father. 


Having now disposed of the Jews and 
the elect—the former by incontrevertable 
evidence from scripture—the latter by their 
own evidence.
